In attempting to answer this question we must look at the history —- 
i K, D s Vy. S. \ ; of so-called ‘alternative’ radio. Radio stations such as KDVS, are products of the last great social revolution 
fp ‘ that took place within the United States during the 1960’s & 70’s. 5 
Although the revolution failedin achieving its greater aims, the movement did secure anumber of gains . 
in resources and opportunities, such as KDVS. But, since the 1980 election of Ronald Wilson Reagon all the - 
gains of that revolution and the social revolutions of the 1930’s and early 40’s have been gradually eliminated. » 
The middle class is shrinking, unions and the trade union movementis almost dead, the left has been shattered - 
into a thousand pieces, and racial, ethnic and homophobic intolerance and violence is escalating to new all time 
highs. I ask, where is radio at in covering these changes? 
Community stations such as KPFA, have provided coverage to all the issues facing this society, but they have 
often been forced to cover them thru a distorted prism. The upper and blue collar middle class supporters of - 
KPFA have retreated on the issues of internationalism and racial and economic democracy, leaving _ 
communities of color and the lower class with a fading voice to address and mobilize for their issues. KDVS ° 
is basically in the same position. Although KDVS has no stated political platform, itis going about addressing 
issues as if it existed in a vacuum. As many of you know, this passing spring KDVS was seriously attacked by 
radical right wing elements of our student governing body, who almost eliminated KDVS’s budget as they had 
done to the Third World Forum in 92-93, and as they just recently have executed against the Experimental 
College. Fortunately, KDVS only had its budget reduced by $5,000, but, that was only the first round. Who 
knows what those elements are going to do next school year when they come back refreshed, regrouped, and © 
rearmed for another round. ‘ 
KDVS, the Third World Forum, and the Experimental College were a related group of institutions that 
grew out of the lefts and student movement initiatives to redesign education and this society. Ali of these 
institutions had experienced their 25th anniversary over the past 3 years, and now all except one have been 
eliminated, As the sole survivor KDVS has to realize what itis and understand why exactly itis being attacked. 
KDVS is a part of the left of center political movement, which includes the want to be ‘drop out’ culture and 
the individuals that subscribe to it. Recognizing this, radio should be used as a revolutionary tool to address 
and promote the issues of people of color, the lower class, gays and lesbians, and the diverse left. This brings 


us back to the issue of whatis alternative. Alternative means creating, addressing and promoting 
viable options and movements that not only counter the right, but go beyond the 
decadence of traditional American culture in creating visions of a new society.
